wore when alive . Som e of the sculp­ 
tors have thought modern clothes in­ 
artistic, and, there are instances of 
m odern characters rigged up in the 
flowing robes of 2,000 years ago, with 
arm s and legs left bare to the chill­ 
ing breezes of A m erican climate.

good m any politicians and soldiers of 
mediocre reputation 
have

m em oration in statuary, while philan- ,
